Philatelic History in Columbus 


(With a few detours into more or less ancient history---With Reservations)

A paper read at the annual meeting of the Columbus Philatelic Club 


on January 13, 1934 








YEAR ago, when you con- 

ferred on me the pleasant 

task of giving the accolade of 

knighthood to a more or less 
honored member, with an incidental 
summation of “Some Kings I Have 
Known”, it was a comparatively 
simple problem, and could be done 
impromptu, through long familiarity 
with the subject (which you will, of 
course, take for granted). On this 
occasion, with such a subject as that 
assigned, a large amount of research 
has been necessary, more dignified 
treatment of it is essential, and as the 
purpose is wholly educational, I know 
you will concede the advisability of 
reducing what I have to paper in 
order that no erroneous statement 
may be made. 

To provide a proper background 
for the study of Philately in Colum- 
bus, it is essential to go into the eti- 
ology of the Art, which is of ancient 
lineage. Like most good things, the 
first historical mention of Philately 
is found in the Bible; in fact, in the 
Old Testament, which is both a log- 
ical and becoming place in which to 
find it. These first records are ex- 
ceedingly interesting and illuminat- 
ing. 

First, we find in Deut. ix-21, the 
following: “And I took your sin * * 
and burnt it with fire, and stamped 





it’; which evidently is the quaint 
biblical way of describing an early 
method of preparing a crash cover. 
There is no specific definition of the 
antecedent transgression. 

Second, in II Samuel, xxii-43, we 
find: “I did stamp them * * * and 
spread them abroad.” This undoubt- 
edly refers to an early mail system, 
the organization and operative meth- 
ods of which have not been recorded, 
or have been lost; but its extent may 
be imagined from use of the word 
“abroad” —i. e., to foreign countries. 

The use of more or less modern 
methods in mail cancellation is indi- 
cated by the following citation from 
the pessimistic prophet, as found in 
Jer. xlvii-3: “At the noise of the 
stamping * * * the fathers shall not 
look back to the children, for feeble- 
ness of hands”. As much of the 
mechanics of that day involved the 
use of stone, it is quite likely thac the 


cancelling machines were not only 
noisy to use, but also heavy and 
wearisome. Indeed, some of the 


modern cancellations look as if they 
had been made under similar working 
conditions; so we should not be hy- 
percritical of these ancient postal 
clerks. 

The next step in our study of the 
subject, while not far removed in 


point of years, nevertheless brings us 





into the classical age, of Greece and 
the Trojan war, and of the more 
perfect development of a language 
which gave its name to the Art: for 
the word “philos’—love—already 
was to be found in the Hellenic 
tongue. Men were named Philan- 
der and Philip and Philemon, and 
there was a city of Philadelphia; 
while those who loved a certain 
thing or group of things, or who fol- 
lowed certain lines of thought or 
reason, were distinguished by the 
names made up of the root-word 
“philo” or “phila” with the essen- 
tial suffix added, such as “the philoso- 
phers.”” Even this paragraph is an 
example of it, being a study in 
“philology.” Moreover, there were 
still prophets in those days, besides a 
raft of soothsayers in every country, 
and what more natural that one of 
them, a follower of the yet unnamed 
Art, should look forward to the day 
when Norb Gainey would have an 
“atelier” in Columbus? And thus 
the words “philately”’, ‘‘philatelist” 
and “‘philatelic” were born. 


It is a matter of historic interest 
that Paris, son of King Priam of 
Troy, was a collector of prominence 
in his day, and he must have con- 
sidered that an Art worthy of so 
much Hellenic nomenclature would 
be well worth while. Moreover, the 
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principal mail route from Hellas to 
the east passed of necessity through 
the port of Ilium. To be sure, he 
had started out as a collector of ap- 
ples, and managed after much trouble 
and expense to get hold of a golden 
apple of the Hesperides, which was 
regarded as quite a prize; but three 
goddesses got hold of him, started an 
argument as to which was the most 
beautiful and finally inveigled him 
into giving his prize exhibit to that 
one. He gave it to Aphrodite, after 
which the trouble started, as the 
apple was popularly known as the 
“Apple of Discord”—and lived up 
to its name. 


Later he went to Greece to see 
what the Greek dealers had to offer, 
and tried to buy the collection of 
King Menelaus of Sparta, but was 
turned down. However, the king’s 
wife fell in love with the youthful 
collector. She was an erratic lady 
of some 78 summers (and no one 
knows how many winters), who in 
a private interview told the youthful 
seeker that although there was no 
way to procure a sale of the collec- 
tion, she was willing to help him steal 
it if he would take her along as the 
dealer’s prize package and assure a 
safe getaway. He wasn’t over-eager, 
but placated the lady by telling her 
that he would have to consult the 
gods as to the latter point, and 
promptly went to Aphrodite. 

“Take it”, said the goddess. “It’s 
a bargain at any price, and you can 
dump the junk overboard on your 
way home”. 

So they made their escape with the 
treasure, favored with fair winds as 
promised by the goddess; but other 
conditions being adverse, he had to 
take the runaway queen to Ilium and 
show her to his father, the king, and 
by the time the king had become 
reconciled, the Greeks started the 
Trojan war to get back the king’s 
collection. It lasted 10 years, and 
wasn’t ended until the Greeks sent a 
message to the main gate of the be- 
leaguered city, with a cachet on it 
representing a rather nondescript 
horse. The Trojans never had seen 
anything like that before, and while 
they were flocking out and around to 
gratify their curiosity, the Greeks 
made a rush through the gate and 
captured the city. 


That was a horse on the people of 


that graphic expression; but it wasn’t 
any more of a horse on them than 
some of those put over by some deal- 
ers in first flight covers, or even that 
put over by a certain postmaster 
general on American collectors in 
general by changes in the method of 
handling the imperf Century of 
Progress sheets. 

This is enough of ancient history. 
We come down, now to the American 
phase of it, beginning with Lord 
Dunmore’s War. As every one 
knows, the British Stamp Act which 
caused the American Revolution was 
put in operation (but not very much 
effect) a little before that time, and 
the colonists loved the stamps so 
much that they collected them by 
wholesale, and some of them, who 
had made up their minds to migrate 
to Ohio, but were not interested phil- 
atelically, saw a chance to make a 
little profit on the side by trading 
them to the Indians for land and furs, 
and brought large quantities across 
the mountains. The Indians refused 
to stand for so much inflation, and 
the white men being insistent, they 
went to war about it, and captured 
most of the stamps, with a few scalps 
thrown in for good measure. 

Lord Dunmore, governor of Vir- 
ginia, of which Ohio was then a part, 
heard about it, and being anxious to 
recover the king’s stamps, started a 
war about it, the only war in Ameri- 
can history that was named after an 
individual. Moreover, it provided a 
good pretext to chastise the Indians 
for making war on white men, even 
if they were, as his lordship fondly 
described them, “thieving colonists, 
half of whom deserved to be hanged 
—if they lived to the close of the 
war.” 

The army got as far as Chillicothe; 
then, finding the Indians to the north 
of them, moved by the right flank in 
that direction. Meantime, Chief Lo- 
gan heard about them, and_inter- 
cepted them at a private elm tree he 
owned near Circleville, where he 
made a speech in which he convinced 
them that the stamps had been de- 
stroyed; so they returned home. 

But what actually happened was 
that the stamps had been brought to 
Columbus as the future capital of the 
State, and cached near Fourth and 
Main Sts. I have often wondered 
if that was the reason Oscar Schenck 
hung around that corner so many 





Ilium, and probably also the origin of 


years. 








This brings us down to compara- 
tively modern history. There is a 
tradition that at one time there was 
an Ohio Philatelic Association, with 
a branch in Columbus; but that was 
before I came to the city, and George 
Linn is better qualified to tell you 
about it than I. At any event, there 
were many collectors here before the 
organization, in February, 1907, of 
the Columbus Collectors’ Club, of 
which C. B. Duffy, who preferred 
his stamps plated, was the first presi- 
dent, for two years. Chris has been 
dead since November, 1912. Joe 
Dunn, who died before I came to

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Columbus, was a famous collector of 
those earlier days. Of course, I knew 
his brother, the late E. F. Dunn, who 
although a most delightful gentleman 
and a good collector, could keep silent 
in more langauges than any other 
philatelist I ever knew. 

John Zuber was another famous 
member of both the old and the later 
organizi ations, with a predilection for 
Swiss; but although in a Dutch lunch 
he wanted plenty of holes in his 
Schweitzer, I never was able to detect 
anything of that kind in his stamps. 

During the years 1907-12, which 
covered my local connection with the 
Art, George Linn rose to prominence 
as a dealer and also developed the 
philatelic publishing bug, with which 
he is so violently infected. His old 
“Stamp Collector” was a _ good 
monthly, and served one good purpose 
by waging relentless war on fraudu- 
lent dealers and especially on auction 
firms which dealt unfairly with their 
cients. One firm of major magni- 
tude was actually driven out of busi- 
ness.

This writer had a small part in the 
task, as he was at the time editor of 
The “Collector”; but at the same 
time he was the unhappy president 
of the International Stamp Company, 
a local concern of considerable prom- 
inence, which had a good stock and a 
bad manager, held some excellent 
auctions and developed a peripatetic 
tendency which finally led to its de-|¥ 
struction. There are several of us 
here tonight who have some beauti- 
fully engraved shares of its stock 
which he might be induced to trade 
for an obsolete German billion-mark 
stamp. 

The succession of presidents in the 
old club was Duffy, two years; Ma- 
son, two years; then George K. 
Smith was taken from his labors as 
secretary to be elected to the office; 
succeeded by Harry S. Adair. Mr. 
Smith is a gentleman of Austrian ex- 
traction who devoted his time to put- 
ting as much money as possible in 
various holes in the ground in south- 
eastern Ohio in the hope of recover- 
ing Austrian stamps for his collection. 
My own departure from the city oc- 
curred about that time, and what hap- 
pened in the interim, until the or- 
ganization of the present Columbus 
Philatelic Club, this writer does not 
know. The history of the present 
organization is known to most of 
those present. 

Having thus, in a desultory and 
somewhat staccato way, sketched the 
ancient and modern history which led 
up to the present happy occasion, 
which I hope may be repeated for all 
the years to come, let me express my 
personal appreciation of the warm 
friendships which have accrued to me 
through my association with Colum- 
bus devotees of the Philatelic Art. I 
have found among them many good 
men and gallant gentlemen, taking 
the world as they found it, loyal to 
their friends and faithful keepers of 
their word. Now, more than ever, 
women are becoming devotees of the 
Art also, and I have found those 
who have joined with us fit comrades 
of men such as I have described. May 
this condition continue, and may we 
all meet as happily a year hence. We 
have lost some good and dearly be- 
loved members during the last year. 
I know that we all hope history may 
not repeat itself in this manner dur- 
ing the year just begun.

Wants U. S. Proofs 


Some time ago an editorial in this 
paper suggested the issuing of proofs 
of current United States Stamps to 
collectors. Some opposition to such a 
suggestion was made at that time 
but now we have a letter from Mr.

As Mr. Bush points out, the issue 
and sale of proofs would bring con- 
siderable revenue to the Postoffice De- 
partment. Since no one is obligated 
to buy them, they could be bought by 
those who wanted them and in this 
manner they would not become a hard- 
ship on the collector for not one col- 
lector in one hundred pays any serious 
attention to proofs. 

If issued and sold at actual face 
value, this would prevent loss to the 
Government, for should someone un- 
knowingly acquire copies and attempt 
to use on mail, they would have been 
paid for to the government at face and 
would thus create no postal loss.

But to get on with the story. It 
seems that in the summer of 1925 
King George sent out an S. O. S. 
to all the royal philatelists to con- 
gregate at Buckingham. Albert of 
Belgium, Alexander of Jugoslavia, 
Alphonso of Spain and Fuad of 
Egypt slipped in for the conference. 
And now I quote my British corre- 
spondent: 
aan “I believe I explained 
to you, Don, that I was 
employed as a groom in 
the stables at the palace 
and you may judge my 
interest when I heard 
His Majesty’s voice in 
the courtyard just outside the win- 
dow of the box stall where I was 
polishing harness one afternoon. By 
turning my head slightly I saw a 
sight that astonished me. There was 
King George and half the royalty of 
the world seated beside him on the 
turf—Fuad in his fez, 
the Belgian Albert, 
Alex from down there ¥ 
in Belgrade and Al- * 
phonso of the Haps- 
burg noses. 

“George was talking: 2 





‘Cousins’, said he, ‘I have invited you 
here on a matter of great impor- 
tance’, and then he paused to let 
that sink in. ‘Which one of you 
got Nicholas’ copy of the British 
Guiana, Great Scott No. 13? 

Everybody looked dumbfounded 
and as innocent as a bowl full of 
treacle. Then they began to protest 
that they didn’t even know there was 
a copy outside the Hind collection. 

‘There were two of ‘em in 1914,’ 
continued George. ‘I happen to 
know. Nicholas had one and Count 
Ferrary had the other. The Rus- 
sian copy disappeared about the time 
of the revolution and Scotland Yard 
has been looking for it ever since. 
I think one of you fellows must 
have salted it away.’ 

‘And then they protested all over 
again and the conference probably 
would have ended in a free-for-all 
if Fuad hadn't. pulled a little glass 
globe out of his pocket.

If there is an- 
other British Guiana it will look as 
well in my collection as in his so I 
say let’s get together and locate it 
and, incidentally, finder’s keepers.’ 

“And with that he began to pol- 
ish the little glass ball and to mum- 
ble some hokus pokus. 





“Ah! I see something materializ- 
ing in the crystal. Is it our departed 
cousin? It is. It is Nocholas, the 
little father, himself.’ ”’ 

Ask him,’ interrupted Albert, ‘if 
he ever had a British Guiana?” 

‘'The little father of all the Rus- 
sians is speaking to me’, declared 
Fuad getting kind of green around 
the nose and his eyes shutting tight. 
‘But he is speaking in Russian and 
I can’t separate it from the static.

Nicky says he had a lot of 
trouble with that stamp. It was the 
most troublesome stamp he ever 
owned. Always it was slipping 
down behind the cush- 
ions of the sofa or fall- 
ing into the vodka jug. 
Once, he says, he left 
it lying on the kitchen 
floor and a _ General 
with muddy boots came 
along and the British Guiana began 
to go places. The General walked 
all over Petrograd with a $32,500 
stamp between him and the sidewalk. 
Well, Nicky says that in despera- 
tion he hit upon the idea of weight- 
ing it down so glued the stamp to a 
cheese cracker and that was the last 
he ever saw of it.’ 

‘'§-0-0-0-" said Al- 
bert in just about the 
way your American fire 
chiefs say it. ‘What 
happened to the stamp?’ 

Fuad wiped the per- 
spiration from his brow 
and announced: ‘Gentlemen, be pre- 
pared for a shock. I have bad news. 
Rasputin ate the cheese cracker.’ 

That's all there is, Mr. Editor. I 
don’t say my English correspondent 
is giving the conversation verbatim, 
you understand, but I've always 








found him so honest, upright, square 


shooter except, as I say, he did give 
me a rimming on those French forg- 
eries which I had a heck of a time 
getting rid of. These correspondents 
of mine keep me well supplied with 
information and I'll send you some 
more inside stuff if you just en- 
courage me.

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PHILATELY AN Recent discovery 
ANCIENT ART of Greek postage 
stamps supposed 


to antedate the famous Penny Black 
of Great Britain by approximately 
eight to ten years has given much 
food for thought and study to students 
of Philately. Perhaps the article 
which is given first page space in 
this issue of Linn’s Weekly may lead 
to further study and _ exploration 
which may put even the newly dis- 
covered Greek stamps in the shade, 
for does not Paul Mason show by Bib- 
lical reference and by plausible story 
that something akin to postage stamps 
and stamp collecting flourished in an- 
cient times. 

This article, read at the annual ban- 
quet of the Columbus Philatelic Club 
on January 13, appeals to us as be- 
ing one of the most masterful papers 
in support of the claims set forth 
therein that we have ever had the 
pleasure of reading but to have heard 
Captain Paul Mason read it, it sound- 
ed even more convincing. 

Therefore, whether you believe it or 
not, we feel certain that you will 
greatly enjoy this story, and we offer 
no excuse for its publication. 


ILLUSTRATE The annual report of 
OUR STAMPS the Chicago Conven- 

tion of the A. P. S. 
very clearly places the blame for op- 
position to a law to legalize the illus- 
tration of United States Stamps. The 





report of the Committee seems an able 
one. Such excuses as are given for 
the opposition seem weak and with- 
out foundation in our opinion. It is 
pointed out that should authority be 
given to illustrate United States 
stamps that it would be necessary for 
our present leading firm of album and 
catalogue publishers to make new 
plates for all their catalogues and al- 
bums. Such a situation is not pos- 
sible. All that would be required 
would be production of plates for 
United States Stamps and doubtless, 
illustrations of foreign stamps as now 
shown would stand without change. 
A bill of this sort would however 
open American trade to foreign al- 
bums and catalogues to a greater ex- 
tent than at present, yet we firmly 
believe that the average American 
collector would much prefer to buy 
the American made album, principally 
because of the same reason that we 
would prefer the American made al- 
bum and that is solely because we do 
not like the makeup of most of the 
foreign ones that we have seen. We 
believe that the average American 
Printed Album, dollar for dollar in 
cost is superior to the Foreign Albums 
and we believe that American collec- 
tors would recognize this as we do. 


ANOTHER There is another way 
WAY that collectors might 


get action and favor- 

able action on a bill to legalize the 
illustration of U. S. Stamps. We 
should far rather see such a thing 
done through the efforts of one of our 
National Societies, but doubt if satis- 
factory action will be taken through 
such an organization. The elaborate 
plans, the excellent committee, the 
work done by this committee last year 
seems to have been shelved with a 
courteous resolution of approval but 
lacking any firm pledge of support 
and encouragement to proceed. 

There is yet another way that might 
produce action, a way that is open to 
the stamp collectors of the United 
States because of the fact that Phila- 
tely has attained such national promi- 
nence that the leading newspapers of 
America have seen fit to recognize it 
and to compete for the favor of the 
stamp collector and stamp dealer. 

The power of the press has long 
been recognized and here is an op- 
portunity for the great American 
Newspaper to endear itself to stamp 
collectors forever by championing 
their cause in a fight to legalize the 
illustration of United States Postage 
Stamps. 


With this thought in mind we sug- 
gest that other stamp publications, 
that editors of stamp columns in 
papers throughout the country, all 
print a suggestion that all stamp col- 
lectors address a personal letter fav- 
oring the illustration of United States 
Stamps to Mr. Eugene L. Pollock, Di- 
rector National Stamp Exhibition, ¢/o 
The New York American, 220 South 
Street, New York, N. Y.

State Revenue Notes 


There were 4,000,000 of the steel- 
engraved 1c bedding inspection 
stamps of the state of New York 
printed as originally put into use last 
July 1. But appropriations available 
for the cost of producing the stamps 
were insufficient to keep on printing 
them from recess-engraved _ steel 
plates, so further supplies were or- 
dered lithographed as a measure of 
economy. The producers (Quayle & 
Son), however, resorted to the plano- 
graph process, which is another sur- 
face-printing process similar to li- 
thography, except that smooth metal 
plates are used instead of a smooth, 
flat stone. The result of this econ- 
omy measure, naturally, is inferior 
stamps. The first of the planographed 
issue were a deplorable product, show- 
ing some of the stamps heavily inked 
in dark blue and others on the same 
sheet so faint it was hard to see what 
they were. The perforating con- 
tinues to be poorly done, with the 
holes not cut out sharp and clear, but 
with the little disks of paper supposed 
to be cut away still often partly at- 
tached. In handling the stamps for 
distribution to users of them some of 
these almost severed disks of paper 
get loose and fall to the floor, so that 
the office where they are handled 
looks at the end of the day as if it had 
been struck by a snowstorm.

CUBA—Thru the assistance of Mr. H. W. 
K. Irvine, of Prov. de Matanzas, Cuba, we are 
able to give a few advance details of the two 
new commemoratives heralded in our notes 
of Dec. 23rd. The purpose of the issue is to 
celebrate the 100th anniversary of the birth of 
Dr. Carlos Finlay, who is credited with dis- 
covering the means by which Yellow Fever 
was transmitted. The designs are steel en- 
graved and the work being done in the U. S. 
The printing will be done by the usual S. A. 
firm and will be rotary work, on the Official 
paper of Cuba, watermarked star. It is as- 
sumed that the perforation will be 10. The 
design will be a portrait of Dr. Finlay of 
similar type to Scott’s No. A23 of France. The 
values will be a 2c. carmine and a 5c. blue, 
and the quantity printed will be 214 million 
of each value. The date of issue will be 
approx. 40 days from Jan. 19th. 


ECUADOR—In addition to the provisional 
noted last week, it appears that another was 
also issued: 


All6—5e. on 6c. yellow & red

GERMANY—A recent contact established 
with Mr. Hans Schumaker, of Potsdam, 
Germany, enables us to publish data from 
here earlier. He sends us advance illustra- 
tions of the new Official stamps, due to be 
issued, about the time these notes are writ- 
ten. We hope to be able to reproduce these 
illustrations, but for fear they will not photo- 
graph properly, we will describe in detail. 
The numerals of value are in the two upper 
corners, below them is the Swastika emblem, 
surrounded by a wreath and underneath this 
the wording “DIENFTMARKE DEUTFCHES 
REICH” in two lines. The values to be issued 
are 3, 4, 5, 6. 8, 10, 12, 15, 20, 25, 30, 40 and 
50 pfennig. The 8 to 40 pf., will be the same 
colors as the regular postage values, while 
the 50 pf. will be a golden yellow. 

With the same letter he favors us with il- 
lustrations of the forthcoming Air Mail stamps. 
The lower values picture an eagle in flight, 
back of which is the globe, which partially 
hides the Swastika emblem. No details are 
available as to the exact values to be issued, 
but they will range from 5pf. to 1M. The 2M. 
showing a picture of Otto Lilienthal, one of 
the first German Aviation martyrs and the 
3M. picturing Count Zeppelin, are both of 
large horizontal rectangular format. These 
latter two will be bi-colored, but no details 
are yet available. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS — Pahang — The 
new stamps for here will portray her Sultan in 
two different frames. 


Perak—The new stamps for here will bear 
the head of the Sultan against three different 
types of background. 


Selangor—This state will have three designs, 
one of the Sultan and two of the Mosque.

In the new MARYLAND catalog I 
note that Federalsburg used its U-121 
metal handstamp as a post canceller 
too, and as a consequence the real pre- 
cancels in this type will be deleted. 
This is the first time that a Universal 
type has been used in such manner to 
my knowledge, in most instances 
where precancels were made by some 
sort of canceller or other as precan- 
cels and later or perhaps previously 
the office had used the same for reg- 
ular post cancelling, the canceller was 
most always from a type used more 
frequently as regular post cancelling 
devises. For instance the wavy line 
cancel, the box cancel and every now 
and then a two subject affair gener- 
ally without lines or bars are good ex- 
amples. In every instance the can- 
celler is not of the same design as 
general precancel types. The above 
mentioned types are very confusing 
to the beginner, and it is very difficult 
to tell him these are precancelled yet 
not precancels.
